LOSES WIFE AND BABE 


So Far. Twenty-Five Are Known To 
Be Dead, and Wreckage Is Be- 
“ng Searched for Other 
Victims—Long List 
of Injured.

Birmingham, Ala., March 2%%.—Shortly 
before 10 o'clock this morning a fearful 
tornado swept over the southern section 
of this city,,traveling in an easterly di- 
rection, leaving death and desolation in 
its wake, 

The number of killed is estimated at 
twenty-five and the destruction of prop- 
erty at a quarter of a million dollars. 
Eighteen bodies have been recovered from 
the debris and scores of injured have been 
removed to the hospitals. 

Among the dead are Dr. G. C. Chap- 
man, of the firm of Tally & Chapman, 
who conduct a private infirmary in this 
city, and the wife and infant child of 
Hon. Robert J. Lowe, chairman of the 
democratic state executive committee.

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PLAYED HAVOC NEAR ROME. 


Summer Home of Mrs. Rounsaville | 


Wrecked—Flouring Mill Unroofed. 

Rome, Ga., March %.—(Special.)—A ter- 
rific tornado swept everything in its path 
at Chambers station, six miles south of 
here, on the Southern rallway, at 3 o’clock 
this morning. The funnel-shaped de- 
stroyer leaped out of the southwest with 
frightful unexpectedness, dipped into the 
hollow of the hills and was gone again 
in a flash. The big flouring mill of Roun- 
saville & Bro. was unroofed and the fol- 
lowing downpour of rain ruined thousands 
of bushels of flour, meal and grain. 

The summer home of Mrs. Hallie A. 
Rounsnaville, state president of the Daugh- 
ters of the Confederacy. was liffed from 
its foundation, carried fifteen feet and 
twisted into 2 hopeless wreck. The ne- 
gro servants’ house, in the rear of the 
dwelling. was razed to the ground. When 
the wreckage was removed the negro wo- 
man was found with a babe clasped to her 
breast. The ‘nfant was unhurt, but the 
mother’s leg was fractured. Three large 
barns were destroyed and several head 
of cattle and mules killed. A negro man 
had just started to drive out of one barn 
in a wagon when the storm crushed the 
bullding upon him. He crawled under 
the wagon and was rescued unb:rt. 

The Chattanooga, Rome and Souttrern 
depot was blown into the creek and 
washed away. The telegraph lines on 
this road south of here were down, but 
trains go through. The storm traveled 
northeast to Pleasant Valley, demolished 
the home of Cicero Eva: s, but no one was 
injured. 

The rainfall in Rome from 7 a. m., to 
1 p. m. was 5.61 inches, the heayilest ever 
recorded here for this length of time. 
Considerable damage was done to streets 
and private property. It is predicted that 
the rivers will reach the twenty-six foot

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STORM TOUCHED ADAIRSVILLE 


Several Houses Were Blown Down, 
but No One Injured. 
Adairsville, Ga., March %.—(Special.)— 
Five inches of rain have fallen in the 
past twenty-four hours, doing immense 
damage to the crops and to the orchards 
that have just received a plowing. The

A cyclone of ‘about 
one hundred yards’ width passed here 
this morning, blowing down 4 number 
of houses, three barns and injuring some 
live stock.

STREETS ARE UNDER WATER. 


Calhoun Buildings Are Damaged by 
the Rain Storm. 

Calhoun, Ga., March 25.—(Special.)—The 
heaviest rain storm known In years struc¢ 
Calhoun this morning about 10 o'clock. 
The streets overflowed and several build- 
ings, including The Times office, were 
damaged by the water from the streets. 
No mail from county postoffices was re- 


ceived during the day, owing to the rapid | 


rise of creeks. Oostanaula river rose 
during the afternoon at a rate of one 
foot per hour, and by tomorrow will over- 
flow. Spring Place reports heavy rains 
in the Cohutta range, which presages a 
freshet here if rains continue during the 


night. 


CLOUDBURST AT GREENVILLE 


South Carolina City Was Flooded by 
Torrents of Water. 
Greenville, S. C., March 25.—(S, acial.j— 
Greenville was drenched this afternoon 
by one of the severest rain storms in 
the history of the city. The storm start- 
ed from the west and clouds of green, 
black and gray rolled and surged east- 
ward, accompanic1 by thunder and light- 
The storm broke suddenly over 
the city. Part of the city was battered 
by a heavy hail storm, lasting for an 
hour. It is the opinion that it was a 
sure enough cloudburst. It was so dark 
during the heavy rainfall that the elec- 
tric cars turned on Hghts. At several 
points cars could not run, owing to the 
overflow of the tracks. At three points 

the tracks were washed out.

Bad Washouts. 

Waco, Ga., March %.—(Special.)\—Two 
bad washouts on the line of the Southern, 
About two miles above Waco, are to be 
counted among the accidents attributable 
to the tornado that did so much damage 
in the Birmingham district today. 

The Southern train for Birmingham 
which left Atlanta at 4:15 this afternoon 
was held up here until nearly 11 o'clock 
tonight, while the washouts were being 
repaired and the track laid. The train 
had on board half a dozen or more men 
whose families are in Birmingham, and 


who were anxious to reach their homes. 
The train is not expected to reach Bir- 
mingham until 3 o’clock tomorrow morn- 
ing. Because of the heavy rains and the 
consequent fear of accidents, the trains 
are under orders to pick their way slowly. 
Both of the washouts above here are on 
a fill and are both about twelve feet wide. 
A large force of men was put at work re. 
pafring the damages as soon as they were 
reported by the track walkers. Passenger 
traffic was delayed about five hours.

SOME CURIOUS PRANKS 
PLAYED OY THE STORM 


One House Swept Away, but Father 
and Daughter Uninjured. 
Stor2s Carried Off, but 
Contents Uninjured. 

Story of Storm. 


Birmingham, Ala., March 25.—The 
morning dawned cloudy and sultry and 
grew more threatening as the day ad- 
vanced. Clouds began to gather and 
shortly after 9 o’clock sharp lightning 
flashed from the southwest. The air 
became heavy and stifling and it was 


evident that a storm was brewing, but 


no one dreamed that it would burst with 
such fury upon the city a few minutes 
later. The velocity of the wind began 
to increase and suddenly from out of the 
overcast sky the funnel-shaped cloud 
made its descent, and, hugging close to 
the earth, passed through the city in 
leaps and bounds, leaving death and 
desolation in its pathway. 

The altitude of the cyclone was not 
more than seventy-five feet. The negro 
shanties and cottages in the lowlands 
in the path of the storm were the prin- 
cipal sufferers. The larger residences on 
the higher ground suffered but slightly. 
The large trees on the hillside of the 
St. Vincent’s hospital were torn up by 
the roots, and large masses of stone 
were twisted out of the ground and bro- 
ken and scattered all over the driveways 
of the entrance to the institution. 
LIKE BALL OF RUBBER 

THE TORNADO BOUNDED 

From Eighth to Tenth streets. the 
wind bounded like a rubber ball, and 
when it again descenc-1 it struck a 
two-story house occupied by Joseph 
Busenhelhner and almost razed it to the 
ground. The eleven year old daughter 
of John Krunsey, a rolling mill man, was 
caught under the debris«nd was severe- 
ly injured. A house occupied by Taylor 
Hanson, near by, was unroofed and three 
small negro-houses demolished. 

Onward the wind sped in its fury, 
demolishing trees and fences until it 
reached Eleventh street, where a house 
occupied by John Hayes was leveled to 
the ground. 

Almost hugging the earth, it swept 
through a small pine grove, tearing the 
trees up by the roots and hurling them 
through the air like arrows. 

Beyond the grove the storm cloud 
swooped down upon a negro settlement 
and the frail cabins were crushed like 
eggshells, not one | eing left in the path- 
way of the storm. Carrie Elma, a ne- 
gro \.oman, was buried beneath the de- 
bris, but most of the negroes escaped 
with slight injuries, and after the storm 
had passed gathered around the wreckage 
apparently thankful that they had es- 
caped with their lives. 

Eastward the storm swept, cutting its 
through another strip of woods, 
striking the Second Presbyterian church 
at the corner of Avenue H and Fif- 
teenth street, demolishing the structure. 
The pews wer- piled on the top of the 
debris, a small oak table, which was 
used on the rostrum, being deposited on 
the topmost point of the wreckage. 
HAVOC WAS WROUGHT 

AMONG NEGRO SHACKS 

East of the church, in direct li:.e of the 
tornado’s path, is another negro settle- 
ment and sad havoc was wrought among 
the frail shacks, seven of which were 
swept away. A number of small houses 
were leveled betwcen Sixteenth and Sey. 
enteenth streets. 

In Alley H, between Seventeenth and 
Eighteenth streets, a small house occu- 
pied by negroes was completely demol- 
ished and Greena Curry, a negro woman, 
was caught beneat: the timber and sus- 
tained serious injuries. Three other 
houses were blown down near by. 

The storm then struck the more thickly 
settled residence portion of the city ang 
its work of destruction increased. 

A cottage occupled by Fred Schaffer, 
at 814 South LEightzenth street, and a 
small frame building a few doors north, 
occupied by L. H Stewart, were badly 
damaged, but resisted the force of the

The storm struck the district lying be- 
tween Eighteenth and Twentieth streets 
and Avenues H and I, and made almost 
a clean sweep of the two blocks, e 
scene was one of absolute demolition. ‘ina 
frame cottages were flattened into piles 
of debris; every tree, large or small, was 
eitber crushed down or uprooted, while 
the fallen telephone poles’ and their tangle

of wire completed the picture of destruc- 
tion. 

The row of gmall cottsges fronting cast 
upon Nineteenth street between Avenues 
H and I were flattened out. Not any of 
the occupants had warning enough to 
escape from their homes before the storm 
struck them, and they made their escape 
from the wreckage by their own cfforts, 
or were rescued by workers after the 
storm. 

The ‘house on the corner of Nineteenth 
strect and Avenue I in this block was 
occupied by W. M. Merritt, a member of 
the fire department, and his family, @ 
wife ard two smal! children. ‘These lat- 
ter were in the house and were rescued 
with no more serious hurts than a few 
bruises. The second hcuse was occupied 
by the family of Edward Mann. These 
vere rescued with a few bruises. The 
third house was occupled by Roy McCul- 
leugh and Charles R. Robinson and their 
families. These were rescued from the 
wreckage without serious hurts. 
JOHNSON AND DAUGHTER 

ESCAPE AS BY MYRACLE 

The fourth house was occupled by Cap- 
tain N. D. Johnston and his daughter, 
who were caught in* one corner of a 
room, the only part of the house left 
standing, and made their way out. The 
last house in the row was the property of 
D. McRae, who rented to Mr. Hardwick 
and reserved a room for himaelf and wife. 
The latter was absent, but Mr. McRae 
was cavght beneath the wreck, Dut es- 
cayed unhurt. 

Mrs. Hardwick, who was ill and had 
recently undergone an operation, was 
buried under the ruins, but was rescued 
without apparent serious injury. 

From Nineteenth to Twentieth streets, 
or Avenue I, every house but one little 
shanty was destroyed. The shingles were 
torn from J. A. VanH« ose’s residence, 

Minter’s grocery store was literally 
picked up and tossed into the VaunHvoose 
yard, killing Dr. G. C. Chapman, who had 
left his buggy to escare the rain. 

W. P. fickerscn, a medical student, 
who was vith Dr. Chapman, was strtick 
in the head by a piece of flying timber, 
producing c@acussion of the brain, and is 
not expected to live. 

J. E. Minter, proprietor of the store, 
had his arm broken and J. H. Dethrow, a 
clerk, was injured on the head, though 
not seriously. 

The roof and sides of the store were 
lifted and carried several yards awiy, 
leaving the floor, counters and the heavy 
grcceries intact. 

The wind rere seemed to veer upward 
and then. strike the earth again at 
Twenty-sseventh street, sparing buildings 
between Twentteth and Twenty-second 
streets. But at Twenty-second it struck 
with tremendous force, destroying all the 
smajl buildings in its path for half a mile 
and killing and injuring many people in 
its path. It struck a small house which 
stands alone at the foot of St. Vincent 
rcspital hill, mashing it flat to the 
ground. The c!d man and his little girl 
who lived there were fortunately absent. 
When a correspondent visited the scene 
later the old fellow and the child were 
seated upon the debris sadly gazing upon 
the remnants of a small organ and 4a 
sewing machine. The wreck was 80 com- 
plete that not a piece of the debris stood 
more than three feet above the ground. 


MRS. LOWE AND INFANT 
CRUSHED IN THE DEBRIS 


From Twentieth streét the storm plowed 
its way eastward through the block be- 
tween Avenues H and I, tearing away the 
roofs of a number of residences, smash- 
ing in windows, blowing down trees and 
fences, and, crossing Thirtieth street, 
struck the residence of Robert J. Lowe, 
at No. 815 South Thirtieth street, leveling 
it to the ground and instantly killing Mr. 
Lowe's four-weeks-old child and fatally 
crushing Mrs. Lowe, who died within fif- 
teen minutes after being removed from 
the wreckage. The cook was badly hurt 
and may die. Mr. Lowe and the nurse 
escaped with slight bruises. 

As soon as the storm passed a number 
of men rushed to Mr. Lowe's residence 
and made heroic efforts to rescue the 
buried bodies. All of the telephone and 
electric car line wires were down and it 


was impossible to communicate with the® 


people down town. It was, therefore, im- 
possible to secure medical aid for at least 
an hour after the catastrophe, 

Mrs. Milam, mother of Mrs. Fred 
Grambs, who resided ‘with Mr. and Mrs. 
Grambs, on South Thirtieth street, was 
caught under some falling timbers and 
sustained a severe gash on the right tem- 
ple. 

A number of other persons were more 
or less injured, but none severely or dan- 
gerously so, 

The residence of Mrs. Pete Clarke, at 
Avenue H and Twenty-ninth street, occu- 
pied by Mrs, Clarke and Hugh Martin 
and family, was badly damaged, windows 
being broken out and roofing torn away. 
P. G. Bowman's residence, just across the 
Street from the Clarke residence, was 
almost totally demolished, but there were 
ho casualties, 

The residence of J. K. Worthington, 
east of Thirtieth street, was blown away 
and one or two persons badly hurt. 


AVONDALE AND IRONDALE 
ARE TORN TO PIECES 


Continuing in an eastward direction, 
the storm swept everything in its path of 
seventy-five yards’ width until] it passed 
beyond the city limits and struck the 
Lake View hill, about Thirty-fourth 
street. There were no houses of any 
description in its path after it had pass- 
ed the city limits and consequently there 
was no damage until it reached Avon- 
dale. 

In its eastward course the storm struck 
Avondale and here again left destruction 
in its path. On Faggot’s hill, just south

SEVERAL REPORTED DEAD 
IN COUNTY OF MARION 


One of the Victims a Child of J. D. 
Harrel—Mrs. Harrell Badly 
Injured—Storm Very Se- 
vere in Southwest 
Georgia. 


Columbus, Ga., March 2%.—(Special.)— 
For the first time in the history of the 
Central of Georgia railway one of its 
passenger trains was blown from the 
track by a cyclone today while running 
at a fair rate of speed. 

At 4:18 o’clock this 
clone, probably a branch of the detruc- 
tive Alabama storm, struck Central 
train No. 21 coming from Americus to 
Columbus, a mile and a half below Buena 
Vista, Ga. The train was a mixed one, 
consisting of three passenger coaches and 
twelve freight cars. The engine was 
thrown to the ground, the tender was de- 
railed and turned over and two passenger 
coaches and three freight cars were 
turned over on their side on a slight em- 
bankment, and several coal cars were 
left standing on the track. Remark- 
able to state, no one on the train was 
killed. Neither the engineer nor fire- 
man was injured. Four persons were 
injured, but not seriously.

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TORNADO RUSHED TO WEST. 


Much Damage Was Done in Michi- 
gan and in Ohio. 
Kalamazoo, Mich., Marc: 2%.—A_ cy-

Columbus, O., March 26.—A _ telephone 
message from Somerset, Perry county, re- 
ceived at the police station at 2 a. m., 
stated that six masked men had ridden 
into the city and blown the safe in the 
local bank and secured $15,000 in money 
and a large amount of bonds. The rob- 
bers escaped. 


INFLUENCE IN WASHINGTON 


Used To Make the Havana Gas Com- 
pany Pay Large Sums. 
Havana, March 2.—A stockholder of 
the Havana Gas Company has filed a 
complaint alleging the practice of extor- 
tion by persons claiming to have influ- 
ence in Washington to regulate the duty 

on crude oil. 

It is said that the company has paid 
$40,000 in commissions during the last 
two years.

The diameter of a 
cyclone is often 1,000 miles or more and 
the velocity of the winds may not be 
more than fifteen to twenty miles per 
hour at any point directly under its In- 
fluence. 

A tornado, such as yisiteqd Birmingham 
vesterday. is the result of pecullar condl- 
tions which exist in the southeast 
quadrant of the cyclone and about 200 om 
300 miles from its center. The velocity of 
the wind in a tornado has never been ac- 
curately ascertained, but it is thought a 
velocity of several hundred miles is often 
attained.

of Avondale, a number of persons were 
seriously injured and many houses badly 
damaged. The residence of Mr. Miller 
Harbin was blown down and Mr. Harbin, 
his wife, child and father in law were 
severely injured. Jennie Shelton and Mrs. 
J. J. Henden were also'hurt and a num- 
ber of pther persons suffered slight 
bruises, Twelve houses were demolished 
and trees, outhouses and fences in the 
path were leveled to the ground. 

Onward the cyclone swept and at Iron- 
dale again repeated its work of destruc- 
tion. Houses and fences were leveled to 
the ground and up to this writing several 
bodies had been fecovered. A number of 
injured were reported and great property 
logs. 

Bessemer, Pratt City, Ensley, North 
Birmingham and other suburban towns 
were visited by the storm, and in each of 
these. places much destruction was 
wrought, but no loss of life is reported. 
Many houses were demolished at Pratt 
City, including a number of churches. 

At Powderly there was also much dam- 
age and destruction, and at Cleveland 
Mrs. George Hatt was struck by light- 
ning and will probably die. 

A terrific rainstorm followed the wind 
and greatly retarded the work of relief, 
which was already begun by an army of 
volunteer rescuers, 

MAYOR DRENNAN BEGINS 

THE WORK OF RELIEF 
Mayor Drennan and many of the city 
officials were soon on the scene, and a 
relief station was established at the cor- 
ner of Avenue I and Twenty-fourth 
street. 

A little cottage has been fitted up and 
Mayor Drennan, Chief of Police Austin, 
Aldermen: Jones and Camp and Street 
Commissioner McCarlin are in charge. 
The private secretary of the mayor and 
the chief of police are keeping a record 
of the injured and suffering people and 
are kept hard at work. 

The storm-swept distri¢ts were after- 
wards visited by thousands of spectators 
drawn out of curiosity. They waded 
through the mud and witnessed a scene 
of activity. Men with axes and spikes 
were busily engaged first in rescuing 
those caught beneath .the rafters and 
timbers of the ruined buildings and after- 


wards in rescuing what property or ef- 
fects, they could. Every horce ‘aud ve- 


hicle in town was engaged by persons 
anxious to view the scene, and every 
furniture van or wagon was in use, mov- 
ing mattresses and the remains of house- 
hold effects to new quarters. : 

The dead were removed to the various 
undertaking establishments, while every 
available ambulance in the city was 
pressed into service in removing the in- 
jured to the hospitals. 

Tonight a mass meeting of citizens was 
held, and a relief fund was started and 
a temporary committee organized to take 
charge until tomorrow at noon, at which 
time a meeting in response to a procla- 
mation, issued by the mayor, will meet 
to take up the work. 

Several thousand dollars has already 
been subscribed, and the necessary money 
to relieve the situation will be raised 
immediately. 

MAYOR DRENNAN ON 
RAVAGES OF TORNADO

Mrs. Williams took the matter philo- 
sophically and did not shed any teats of 
regret for her recreant spouse. Williains 
went no farther than Coraele, from which 
place he sent & message on Friday that 
he would like to return to his deserted 
home. Mrs. Williams did not encourage 
his desire, however, but on Saturday he 
came anyhow. His wife wusitively re- 
fused to reinstate him in her good graces. 
and as he persisted in remaining in the 
house, she went away to spend the night 
with a sister. who lived near by. 

When she returned home yesterday 
morning Mrs. Williams found her hus- 
band stretched across a bva in an uncon- 
scious condition.

MET DEATH IN A COAL MINE 


One Killed Outright and Ten Prob-

Connellsville, Pa., March 25.—An Ttalian 
miner was instantly killed, five men will 
die and ten were burned and crushed so 
terribly that it is doubtful if they will re- 
cover, by an explosion todav in the Gates 
mine.

Situation Is Complicated. 
“The situation is still more complicated 
Owing’ to the fact ascertained today that 
‘bere are two secret treaties, one of which 
is to be signed at St. Petersburg, dealing 
with Russta’s military control of Man- 
churia, and another, to be signed at 
Pekin, dealing with her civil powers. 
The Chinese dppeals for support have 
“fafled to produce any direct ‘remon- 
strances from Great Britajn or appar- 
ently from any other power to St. Peters- 
burg, for Russia persistently adhered to 
her contention that the secret agreements 
concern po one except herself and China. 
On this ground Great Britain’s request 
for copies of the agreement was abrupt- 
‘ly declined. 

The copies of secret treaties and al- 
leged modifications of them recently given 
to the powers by the Chinese are worth- 
less documents, and will remain such un- 

til Russia herself chocses to communicate 
the text of the actual treaties and modi- 
fications. 

| Japan Is Aroused. 

Mr. Matsui, first secretary of the Jap- 
@nhese legation, said today to the Asso- 
ciated. Press: 

‘Russia's insistence, China’s helpless- 
ress and the probable victory of Russian 

,Giplomacy tomorrow will bring us to the 
‘brink. of a dangerous situation in which 
“none of the powers ts so deeply concerned 
as Japan. Even if the secret treaties 
have been modified, as is alleged, the 
changes are so trifilng as to make the 
dcecuments thoroughly objettionable to 
Japan. 

“Assuming that China signs the treaties, 
I euppose Great Britain, Germany and 
the United States wil] protest to Russia. 
But that is aboyt as far as they will go, 
and about as muth as they will get. With 
Japan it is a magter of fighting. 

“The question is whether we are to 
fight Russia now or to fight her later on. 
She has no right to Manchuria, and if 
she secures Manchuria she will be on the 
way to securing Kcrea. 

“Our government, I believe, ig serious- 
ly considering the crisis. Thair eyes are 
wide open, and they wil! not be driven to 
precipitate action by the jingoists of 
Japan, who are openly clamoring for tm- 
srediate war.

Japan Not Afraid. 

“Japan has no reason to be afraid as 
to the result.

The chief 
reason against so doing is the fect that 
Japan is just beginning a new industria) 
era which would be temporarily killed 
should we endeavor by force of arms to 
prevent Russian ercroachments. 

“If we follow the lead of other powers, 
and do not threateh host{ilitics, we realize 
that we must sit down flamely and see 
eny other nation step in to make agree- 
ments similar to those which China seems 
on the verge of signing with Russia. This 
would mean the partition of the Chinese 
empire and the end of the ‘open dour.’ If 
We oppored it, we naturally think we 

‘would have the moral support of the 
United States, which has been the cham-

Britain and Germany.”

Monceau Les Mines, France, March 25.— 
An extraordinary scene was witnessed 
today in Monceau Les Mines, where a 
mining strike has been in progress for 
several months, when the government 
took the unusual step of utilizing troops 
to insure liberty of work to non-strik- 
ers. 

Heretofore a large number of men will- 
ing to work had been intimidated by 
the menacing demonstrations of the 
strikers, who call themselves ‘‘Reds,” and 
the non-strikers, © xYellows.’’ Early this 
morning strong detachments of infantry 
and cavalry were unexpectedly massed 
at pit heads in various parts of the 
town. Before the ‘‘Reds’’ realized the 
situation, bodies of “Yellows” had de- 
scended into the mines. The strikers as- 
sembled quickly, but were overawed t-- 
the troops.

It was feared that there would he 
trouble when the “Yellows” left the 
mines for the day. In the afternoon an 
immense and threatening crowd assem- 
bled, ‘but the strikers were helpless {in 
the face of the rigorous precautions 
takén. The “yellows,” surrounded by 
a hedge of gendarmes with fixed bayo- 
nets, which was again surrounded by 4 
strong detachment of cavalry with 
drawn swords, proceeded along the street 
amid qa-storm of hooting and shouts of 
“Down with the Yellows.” The wives 
of the strikers were especially violent. 

The procession stopped before the home 
of each “‘Yellow’’ and the entrance of 
each was the signal for renewed hisses 
and yelling, but there was not attempt 
to molest.

All the Government Can Do To Keep 
Them from Panama. 
Kingston Jamaica,. March 25.—The Brit- 
ish mail steamer Para, from Colon, brings 
reports of renewed activity on the part 
of the rebels in the vicinity of Panama. 
The hands of the government are full 
in their efforts to ke2p the rebels out of 
the city. Excessive! war taxes are being 
levied, and last week a party of business 
men protested against those high rates. 
They were thereupon arrested and charg- 
ed with being rebel sympathizers. Two 
of the prisoners managed to leave the 
country by steamer, but the others were 
kept in prison until they had paid the 

heavy fines imposei upon them. 

Passengers by the steamer Para say the 
revolution shows no signs of ending in the 
near future. Business is carried on in 
Colon and Panama with the greatest dif- 
ficulty and the enormous prices of food- 
stuffs are causing general suffering. ‘fhe 
liberals are expecting large re-enforce- 
ments from the Costa Rican sympathiz- 
ers. 


SCARED BY BUBONIC PLAGUE. 


Authorities at Cape Town Are An- 
easy Over the Situation. 
Cape Town, March 25.—The threatening 
ettitude of the Malays respecting the 
bubonic plague regulations causes the 

local authorities much uneasiness. 

Two Malays died of the disease today 
gerd three fresh Malay cases ‘were official- 
ly reported. In addition to these there 
are six fresh European cases.

Two Kaffirs’ 
succumbed to the plague. 


SIZING UP THE CHINESE PILE. 


Envoys Are Trying To Learn the 
Resrources of Orientals. 
Pekin, March 25.—The special commit- 


-tee of ministers appointed to consider 


the question of China's ability to meet 
the indemnity claims is already well for- 
ward with the work of investigating the 
resources of the empire. 

Sir Robert Hart, director general of the 
imperial! maritime customs, has been cx- 
amined, as have also the managers of 
representative Chinese bank3, many 
pawnbroke-s and other Chinese financicrs. 
The consular reports for a number of 
years back have been closely read. 

It now appears that from all sources 
the annual revenue aggregates $65,000,000 
gold, derived from the land tax, the grain 
tax, the likin, the customs, the oplum 
tax and miscellaneous imports. The larg- 
est two items are the land tax, which 
brings in $14,000,000, and the foreign cus- 
toms, which yields $12,000,000. In the opin- 
ion of all the foreigners who have par- 
ticipated in the examination, the land tax 
could be doub!ed and even tripled without 
much hardship, and the salt tax could be 
raised from $6,000,000 to $20,000,000. It is 
believed that the total increase could be 
made to amount to $156,000,000. If then 
the imperial expenses could be reduced to 
$45,000,000, there would be left available 
for the liquidation of the interest on loans 
ard the indemnity fund the sum of $1&,- 


,000. 

Making allowances, it would be possi- 
ble to pay the indemnity within twenty 
rears. 

Washington, March 25.—Advices from 
Pekin and other quarters are beginning 
to give some idea of the indemnities 
claimed by the different powers. 

The amount of the German indemnity, 
it can be stated pcw#itively, is $60,000,000. 
The basis for this is the large military 
establishment which Germany sent to 
China and has maintained up to the pres- 
ent, amounting to 17,600 men.

Cunard Liner Etruria Had a Very

ONE PASSENGER WAS CRAZED 


And Another Became So Frightened 
That He Committed Suicide by 
| Hanging. 


New York, March --.—The Cunard line 
steamer Etruria which, last night, from 
Liverpool and Queenstown, was detained 
in the lower bay on account of a dense 
fog which prevailed all night, reached 
quarantine early today. Heavy weather 
was encountered. The seas boarded the 
ship and caused considerable damage. 
Several passengers were bruised ‘and 
some sustained injuries requiring the 
attention of the ship’s surgeon. 

An Irish girl, one of the steerage pas- 
sengers, became so alarmed at the vio- 
lent pitching and tossing of the steamer 
that she became demented. She is still 
very ill. 

A second cabin passenger named Fred- 
erick Sawicki, a Roumanian, committed 
suicide by hanging. His body was buried 
at sea. 

The Anchor liner Britannia, which ar- 
rived last evening from Mediterranean 
ports, is detained at quarantine owing 
to a case of smallpox among the steer- 
age passengers The patient was sick 
nearly all the voyage, but is convales- 
cing. He was isolated carefully and it is 
thought that there fs no danger of ex- 
posure of the well passengers. 


STUDENTS ARMED BY TROOPS. 


, Rioting in St. Petersburg Was Not 
_ Renewed Yesterday. 

St. Petersburg, March 24.—The socialist 
organs called off their proposed demon- 
‘stration today. The police openly display- 
ed their reserve forces, massing several 
thousand dvorniks or household police in 
the courtyards adjoining the Kazan ca- 
thedral. About 40,000 persons, including a 
few students and factory workmen, idled 
along the Nevsky Prospekt for about half 
an hour at noon, but within an hour later 
the streets were no livelier than usual. 

The police and military oceupied ths 
military parade grounds and other open 
places. 

Large assemblages are possible, but no 
disturbance is looked for unless in the 
suburbs occupied by the workingmen. 

London, March 2.—A dispatch to The 
Daily Mail from St. Petersburg says: 

“A collision occurred here Sunday even- 
ing between the military and a body of 
factory hands. There was much blood 
shed and many arrests were made.” 


SEARCHING GILMAN’S HOUSE. 


Bridgeport Trust Company Is Look- 
ing for Documents. 
Bridgeport, Conn., March 2.—The 
Bridgeport Trust Company, administrator 
of the estate of the late George F. Gil- 
man, has had men engaged today in a 
search of the millionaire’s Black Rock 
residence for documents which may be of 
assistance in settling the estate. This 
afternoon Orange Merwin, one of the di- 
rectors of the trust company, announced 
that the search had failed to reveal a 

single document of any description. 

A woman who hag been employed at the 
Gilman mansion as a caretaker, is au- 
thority for the statement that not long 
ago Mrs. Helen Hall had a quarrel with 
Mr. Gilman and abofit a week before his 
death thought of leaving the house, but 
decided to remain lest she should secm 
to him guilty of ingratitude. Mrs. Hall 
lived at the Gilman residence three years 
and it had been supposed heretofore that 
their relations were always of the friend- 
liest nature.

Washington, March 26.—The state de- 
partment has recelved from Mr. Allen, 
our minister at Seoul, Korea, advices 
confirming the cabled report of the re- 
moval of McLeavy Brown, the director 
gereral of the Korean customs. As this 
action of the emperor, undertaken at the 
behest of Russia, goes far to wipe out 
the integrity of Korea, acccrding to the 
estimate of the officials here, it will not 
be allowed to pass without a remon- 
strance on our part, for the officials arte 
convinced that Russian domination of 
Korea wovld mean the extinguishment 
of American interests in that quarter, 
and these in recent years have become 

important.

They have improved 
the device until it is now almost perfect. 
The stamper is a circular cast-steel box 
(with a screw thread), one end of which 
is closed, and is provided on the outside 
with a square shank to securs3 it to the 
hardwood handle. The cover of the box 
is a disk of steel. A portion of its thick- 
ness enters the box by means of a screw 
thread around its periphery of almost 
twenty threads to the inch. This permits 
of a space between the inner face of the 
die and the bottom of the box, while the 
remaining thickness of the disk forms a 
flange with the edge, which is coarse 
milled, so that the disk may be turned 
with the hand or a wrench. On the outer 
face of the disk are characters of the 
body of the cylindrical die. These com- 
bine the marking and the canceling de- 
vices, one being on one s‘de of the disk, 
inclosing the name of the postoftice in a 
circle. here are three slots for remov- 
able type, for months, dates, hour and 
half hour. Diametrically opposite the 
circle is the canceling device, the side 
of which is parallel with the edge of the 
disk. Any required number or letter is 
cut in relief in the center, while thres 
grooves are cut intaglio. The removable 
types are of steel, and have on the ends 
opposite their faces projections from their 
outer edges, so that when Inserted in the 
sicts the projections can be clamped and 
held in place. 
Until 1880 Captain Chambers manufac- 
tured the cancelers here in Washinzton, 
and he is still required to maintain a re- 
pair shop in the neighborhood of the 
vstoffice department, but he moved his 
fe ctcry to Northumberland county, Vir- 
ginia, on a leg of land at the mouth of 
the Potomac, where he has a little vil- 
lage composed exclusively of his em- 
ployes and their families.

CORPSE 1S ON EXHIBITION 


While Awaiting) the Day for His 
‘ Death Thomas Jones Sells His 
Bones and Flesh to Medical 
College and (Buys 
Iaixuries. 


Raleigh. N. C.. March 2%.—(Special.j— 
Bome weeks ago Thomas Jones, a negro, 
sold his body to Dr. A. L. Goodwin for $10. 
With the money Jones procured fruit. ice 
cream and other (delicacies and lived 
“high” until the day he was hanged. 

Shaw university. a college in this city 
for negro boys and girls, nas a medical 
department and several white physicians 
deliver lectures to the students of medi- 
cine. 

Dr. Goodwin purchased the body for the 
purpose of dissecting before the students. 
At the time of the execution the uni- 
versity had not opened for the fall session 
and in order to preserve the body Under- 
taker BroWn embalmed it and it is in a 
state of absolute preservation in his 
establishment in this city. It is now four 
weeks since Jones was put to death and 
bis body has been on exhibition in the 

| undertaker’s shop since. As soon as it 
was known that the body could be seen 
the colored people commenced to swarm 
around the shop and the undertaker was 
compelled to fix a way so that they could 
view it and then pass out. Thousands 
of colored people have passed the body 
and the greatest curiosity has been ex- 
hibited concerning the dead body. Jones 
murdered a colored woman, set fire to the 
house and burned up four children, The 
negroes were greatly incensed at this 
wholesale murder and wanted to lynch 
Jones, but were prevented by the white 
people. As they pass by the coffin angry 
imprecations are heard. Some shake their 
fists at the corpse, while others declare 
the devil must then have his spirit. Some 
of them thumped the body and were sur- 
prised to find that it was hard as ada- 
mant. A convocation of religious negroes 
who xo by the name of the “Holiness 
People,”’ several hundred being in attend- 
ance, adjourned one day and in a body 
made a pilarimage to the undertaker’s 
shop and viewed the embalmed body of 
Thomas Jones. Since he was hanged 
there have been several excursions of 
colored people to Raleigh from neighbor- 
ing towns, the drawing card b€ing the op- 
portunity to see the body of Thomas 
Jones. Since death the beard has grown 
half an inch or more, and this is a great 
wonder to the colored people. Today 
there is an excursion here of negroes from 
the town of Louisburg and the first place 
of resort was the undertaker’s shop and 
a sight of the body of Thomas Jones. De- 
mands have been made by negros on the 
sheriff for pieces of the rope used in the 
execution. They say it will keép away 
the witches and is a never-failing badge 
of good luck.

Colonel W. H. Cheek. died suddenly to- 
day in the office of his physician at Hen-

‘BOOKS AND MAGAZINES.

Since the publication of ‘“‘Richard Car- 
vel’’-two years ago there has been a re- 
vival of interest in everything pertaining 
to John Paul Jones, who is one of the 
principal characters in Mr. Churchill's 
clever romance of revolutionary days. Be- 
fore leaving his home in Scotland, the 
celebrated naval hero, whose fame was 
destined to be associated with the strug- 
gle for American independence, was 
known simply as John Paul. Later on he 
added the name of ‘Jonées.’’ What led 
him to make this change was probably 
the adverse treatment he received at 
the hands of his own home people ard the 
desire to begin life anew under different 
conditions. In the temper of the gallant 
Scotchman there seems to have been 
something closely akin to petulance. 
Easily irritated, he took offense as read- 
ily as powder ignites when touched with 
fire, and this supersensitive disposition 
may account for his conduct in withdraw- 
ing from the service of the colonies on the 
pretext of ill-treatment after having 
immortalized himself under the flag of 
his adopted cause. Later on he joined 
the Russian navy and eventually he end- 
ed his extraordinary career in Paris, 
where efforts have recently been made to 
find his remains; and we think with suc- 
cess. In this connection it is interest- 
ing to note, that the grave of a brother of 
John Paul Jones has recently been dis- 
covered in Fredericksburg, Va. Writing 
in The New York Tifhes Review Sallie 
McGavock Lacy tells of the discovery as 


} follows: “3 


attached to St. George’s Episcopal church, 
which is the oldest burying ground in this 
town, an enthuisastic antiquarian lately 
chanced upon the tombstone of William 
Paul, the brother of John Paul. The 
stone has been cracked across, but the 
inscription is clearly legible: ‘William 
Paul, 1772.’ 

“It is well known to all historians that 
this William Paul lived and kept a 
store in Fredericksburg prior to the rev- 
olutionary war, while he also owned a 
small plantation some distance below the 
town on the Rappahanneck river. The 
old brick house in which he lived, and 
which was also the hothe of John Paul 
for some years, is still standing. 

“It was while he was a resident of 
Fredericksburg, after he had inherited 
his brother's estate, that John Paul add- 
ed the euphonious addition of Jones to 
his name—‘a concession to republican 
simplicity,’ as he tells us. It was from 
Fredericksburg also that he entered the 
service as a lieutenant, beginning thus 
humbly the career in which he was des- 
tined to win such high honor. The old 
town of Fredericksburg sent out many 
famous sons to draw the sword for truth 
and freedom, after she had gtven the 
cause its immortal leader; but she is also 
proud to cherish the traditions of this 
adopted son, who cast in his lot with a 
people struggling for Hberty, and by his 
brilliant victories won for himself an im- 
perishable name in the annals of Amer- 
ican history.

Ianedowne Says It Can’t Be Abro- 
9 “gated Without Great Britain’s 
'~ Consent — Thinks Hay- 
: ¢ Amended Treaty Is 

Very Unfair. 


. Washington. ‘March 2%.—The answer of 
the British government expressing its !n- 
ability to accept the Hay-Pauncefote 
‘treaty in the form amendeu by the United 
States senate was made public today. It 
fg in the form of a communication from 
Lord Lansdowne. British minister of for- 
eign affairs, to Lord Pauncefote and asks 
the latter to read the dispatch to the 
‘secretary of state and to leave a copy in 
his hands. 

Lord Lansdowne begins by showing 
there wag no desire on the part of the 
British government to change the Clay- 
‘ ton-Bulwer treaty. But some of its pro- 
Visions. he says, had been regarded with 
@isfavor by the government of the United 

ates and in the president's message of 

ember, 1898. it was urged that the 
Mational policy .called more imperatively 
_ Atan ever for the control “of thé project- 
ed highway by the government of the 
United States.” Lord Pauncefote made in- 
quiry of the secretary of state as to this 
attitude of the president, the result being 
summarized by Lord Lansdowne as fol- 
lows: 

“In reply the views of the United States 
government were very frankly and open- 
ly @xplained. You were most emphatical- 
ly.agssured that the president had no in- 
tention whatever of ignoring the Clayton- 
‘Bulwer convention. and that he would 
loyally observe the treaty stipulations, 
But in view of the strong national feeling 
in favor of the construction of a Nicara- 
ua canal and the improbability of the 
work being accomplished by private en- 
terprise, the United States government 
Was prepared to undertake it themselves 
on obtaining the necessary powers from 
congress. For that purpose, however. 
they must endeavor by friendly negotia- 
tions to obtain the consent of Great 
Britain to such a moditication of the 
treaty as, without affecting the ‘general 
principle’ therein declarea, would enable 
the great object in view to be secured for 
the benefit of the commerce of the 
world.”’ 

Not Prepared To Accept Treaty. 

Th result, however, of the discussions, 
Lord Lansdowne says, was the treaty 
which Mr. Hay handed to Lord Paunce- 
foteé in January. 1899. The British gov- 
ernment were not vet prepared to accept 
the treaty, as serious difficulties had 
arisen in seeking to arrange affairs then 
pending before the joint hign commissicn. 
and Lord Salisbury did not see how. her 
majesty’s government could sanction any 
convention for amending the Clayton- 
Bulwer treaty. as the opinion of this 
eountry would hardly support them in 
making a coneession which would be 
wholly to the benefit of the United States 
ata {@ae’when\they appeared to be so 
little inclined to come to a.satisfactury 
settlement in regard to the Alaskan fron- 
tier. Later the introductiuvu of the Nica- 
raguan bill in congress revived attention 
to the treatv and it was accepted, Lord 
Lansdowne saying: 

“Her majesty’s government, atter due 
consideration, determined iv accept the 
convention unconditionally as a signal 
proof of their friendly disposition and of 
their cesire not to impede the execution 
of a project declared to be of nationaj im- 
portance to the people of the United 
Btates.”’ g 

Lord Lansdowne then discusses the 
“fight of the United States to annul the 
Clayton-Bulwer treaty, saying: 

“The Clayton-Bulwer treaty is an in- 
ternational contract of unquestiunable 
validity, a contract which, according to 
well established international usage. 
ourht not to be abrogatéd or modified, 
Save with the consent of both the parties 
to the contract.”’ 

Lord Lansdowne then coustders the sen- 
ate amendment providing that the Clay- 
ton-By)wer treaty is ‘‘hereby superseded,”’ 
opposing this contention. rie lays much 
force on the other senate amendments 
and says they present more formidable 
difficulties. 

Defense of the Cenal. 
On these subjects he says: 
‘The first of them, which reserves to 
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the United States the right of taking any 


. Measures which it-may find necessary to 


secure by its own forces the defense of 
the canal appears to his majesty’s gov- 
ernment to involve a distinct departure 
from the principle which has until] now 
found aeceptance with both governments: 
the principle, namely, that in time of 
war, as well es in time of peace, the pas- 
sage of the canal is to remain free and 
untmpeded and is to be so maintained by 
the powers responsible for its control. 

“Were this amendment added to the 
convention the United Sta:.es would, it is 
presumed, be within their rights, if. at 
any moment when it seemed to them wnat 
their safety required it, in view of war- 
like preparations not yet commenced, but 
contemplated or supposed to be contem- 
plated by another power, they resolved 
on warlike acts in or near the canal, acts 
clearly inconsistent with the neutral 
character with which it:has always been 
sought to give it and which would deny 
the free use of it to the commerce and 
the navies of the world.”’ 

He takes issue with the proposition that 
the senate amendment is analogous to a 
provision of the Suez canal convention, 
and he also points out that some of the 
articles of the Suez convention seem to 
have escaped attention, and he quotes 
these providing that permanent fortifica- 
tions are prohibited and for the dispersion 
of assemblages near the canal likely to 
interfere with its use. ' 

Proceeding he says: 

“If the new clause were to be added, 
the obligation to respect the neutrality 
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LORD LANSDOWNE. 
British Minister of Foreign Affairs. 
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of the canal in all circumstances would, 
so far as Great Britain is concerned, re- 
main in force; the obligation of the United 
States, on the other hand, would be es- 
sentially modified. The result would be 
a one-sided arrangement, under which 
Great Britain would be debarred from any 
warlike action in or around the canal, 
while the Uyited States would be able to 
resort to such action: to whatever ex- 
tent they might deem necessary to se- 
sure their own safety.”’ 


Prohibition of Fortifications. 

Respecting the contention that there is 
a specific prohibition in the Haye-Paunce- 
fote treaty against the erection of forti- 
fications and that this would sufficient- 
ly insure the free use of the canal, Lord 
Lansdowne says that this contention is 
one which his majesty’s government is 
quite unable to admit. After calling at- 
tention to the dangerous vagueness of the 
language employed in the amendment, he 
says: 

‘ven if it were more precisely worded, 
it would be impossible to determine what 
might be the effect if one clause permit- 
ting defensive measures and another for- 
bidding fortifications were allowed to 
stand side by side in the.convention. To 
his.majesty’s government it seems, as I. 
have already said, that the amendment 
might be’ construed ‘as leaving ‘it open to 
the United States at any moment, not 
only if war existed, but even if it were 
anticipated, to take any measures, how- 
ever stringent or far-reaching, which, in 
their own judgment, might be represented 
as suitable for the purpose vf protecting 
their nationa] interests. Such an enact- 
ment would strike at the very root of that 
‘general principle’ of neutralization upon 
which the Clayton-Bulwer treaty was 
based, and which was reaffirmed in the 
convention as drafted.”’ 

The third senate amendment struck out 
the provision inviting the adherence of 
other powers. As to this, Lord Lans- 
downe says: 

“The amendment not only removes all 
prospect of the wider guarantee of the 
neutrality of the canal, but places this 
country in a position of marked disadvan- 
tage compared with other powers which 
would not be subject to the self-denying 
ordinance which Great Britain is desired 
to accept. It would follow, were his maj- 
esty’s government. to agree to such an 
arrangement, that while the United States 
would have a treaty right to interfere 
with the canal in time of war or appre- 
hended war, and while other powers 
could, with a clear conscience, disregard 
any of the restrictions imposed by the 
convention, Great Britain alone, in spite 
of her enormous possessions on the Amer- 
ican continent, in spite of the extent of 
her Australian colonies and her interests 
in the east, would be absolutely precluded 
from resorting to any such action or from 
taking measures to secure her interests in 
this continent neer the canal.” 

To Stand on Old Treaty. 

Having thus expressed his objections to 
each of the senate amendments, Lord 
Lansdowne concludes as follows: 

“TI request that your excellency will ex- 
plain to the secretary of state the reasons 
as set forth in this dispatch, why his 
majesty’s government feels unable to ac- 
cept the convention in the shape present- 
ed to them by the American ambassador, 
and why they prefer, as matters stand at 
present, to retain unmodified the pro- 
visions of the Clayton-Bulwer treaty. His 
majesty’s government has throughout the 
negotiations given evidence of their earn-- 
est desire to meet the views of the United 
States. They have always been ready to 
consider in a friendly spirit any amend- 
ments of the convention not inconsistent 
with the principles accepted by both gov- 
ernment which .the government of 
the United States might have de- 
siréd’ to propose and they would sincere- 
ly regret a failure to come to an amica- 
ble understanding in regard to this im- 
portant subject.”’ 


CUBAN GETTING 
THINGS IN SHAFT 


Everything on the Island Jus 
Now Is Busy, 


SCENES IN THE CONVENTION 


Pen Picture of the Political Leaders. 
Scenes During the - Carnival. 
Changes Among the Mil- 
itary Officers on the 
Island. 


March  20.—(Special 
Correspondence.)—As far as Ii can 
make out, affairs in the island 
are quite serene. The constitution mak- 
ers are posing as patriots and great men, 
engineering manifestations now and then 
among the great unwashed, idlers and 
school children, getting themselves in- 
terviewed, where they have the oppor- 
tunity to reiterate the old cry of inde- 
pendencé or death; but outside of these 
small matters and the hysteric and bom- 
bastic articles which appear in La Patria, 
La Discusion, La Nacion and other small 
sheets, there is no. appearance of a crisis. 
People seem busy in Havana; ships are 
coming and going, merchants are receiv- 
ing and shipping goods, work on the elec- 
tric line is progressing satisfactorily, the 
street cleaning force fulfill their duties, 
there is no excitement anywhere. In 
other parts of the island the same condl- 
tions seem to prevail. The work on the 
railway from Santiago to Havaga is be- 
ing pushed forward, this company not be- 
ing hampered by the provisions of the 
Foraker law, as where necessary they 
have bought their rights of way. The 
sugar crop promises to be in the neigh- 
borhood of 6,000,000 tons; tobacco also 
promises well, and immigrants arrive on 
every incoming ship. General Miles and 
party arrived on Monday afternoon. He 
visited Matanzas on yesterday, and to- 
day goes to the Isle of Pines. It is said 
he will not be able to visit Santiago on 
this trip. His visit is purely one of in- 
spection and recreation. Mrs. Miles ac- 
companies the general, and both are 
guests of the Palace. General and Mrs. 
Ludington are also here, guests of Chief 
Quartermaster Chauncey Baker. Ha- 
vana has been full of tougists this sea- 
son and many of them make their pres- 
ence felt. Many of the tourists arrange 
to sleep on board the steamer on which 
they come, and about 9 o’clock in the 
morning you will often see a cmawd of 
Americans coming up from the wharf, 
men and women, out for a good time. The 
women in general have on rainy-day 
skirts, shirtwaists and wool hats. Many 
with cameras slung over the shoulder 
stop at varied points to take views and 
invade any spot they consider worth por- 


traying. Truly the waph supply 
men must be getting "Hy iAese days. I 
wish the Americans, however, would not 


apparently think they know it all and in 
manner treat the Cubans as if they were 
an inferior sort of animal. I would not 
have it inferred that all tourists are of this 
class, but they are too many on that or- 
der not to make it noticeable, and, in 
fact, their number is so great that Cu- 
bans think they represent the American 
woman in her entirety. Cubans are not 
fools, and not all of them are ignorant.

chatting in audible tones and making 
comments upon people and things without 
the slightest idea that many of the Cu- 
bans whom they pass are thoreughly fa- 
millar with the language and their opin- 
fon of the courtesy of the 
American is not improved by 
what they hear. It is the impression 
generally, I fear, that Cubans have al- 
ways been tied up at home and have 
seen nothing outside of the island. This 
is a great mistake. The sugar planter 
in days gone by made annual trips to 
Paris, in which city he was thoroughly at 
home, both In language and customs. 
From that point he visited other cities, 
and very often found his wav home, via 
New York. Cubans of the better class 
traveled a great deal. Their children 
were sent to the states or Europe for 
education, and you find most educated 
Cubans, men and women, speaking three 
languages. Yotu may be pretty sure when 
you hear a Cuban speaking English that 
he or she can speak French likewise. 
Many of the middle-class people also 
speak one or two languages beside their 
own, for they realized the advantage it 
was to them in business. You will 
even find many of the working class cap- 
able of conversing in anther language 
beside Spanish. We have a chamber 
maid at our quarters now by, name Zen- 
obia, a negro from South America, Ar- 
gentine Republic, who speaks excellent 
English and French as well as Spanish. 
While education may not qpnsist entire- 
ly in being something of a linguist, still 
I give this as a sample of the custom 
here, that is, to learn to converse in more 
than one tongue, and when a man or wo- 
mancan think, and speak and write inthree 
tongues, he.or she is pretty apt to have 
considerable intelligence.

Juan Gualber- 
to Gomez, the colored leader, can hardly 
see the earth, he is so swollen with glory. 
He is the doughty warrior who com- 
manded a regiment in the last war and at 
the end of the first few days surrendered 
his command and his sword to Generai 
Weyler, coming out in a manifesto stating 
that his weapon was the pen and not the 
sword: that he could serve his country 
best by wielding the former. That old 
fox. Cisneros, stands up in his ili-fitting 
suit of black broadcloth with nis hands in 
his trousers pockets anq fguratively 
waves the bloody machete: put people 
listen to him with an indulgent smile. 
Old Maximo Gomez, who says the Ameri- 
cans came in at the tail end of the war 
when the Cubans had already whipped 
the Spaniards, and got the glory of it, 
spends considerable time writing Ietters 
to his friends and permitting them to 
publish them—his (he thinks) diplomatic 
way of reaching the public. Old Justice 
Lliorente doés not seem to have much to 
say. This old man, it will be rememober- 
ed, was president of the convention dur- 
ing its organization. being appointed bv 
reason of the fact that he was the oldest 
member. He was very exacting while 
temporary chairman in enforcing order. 
If the gallery broke into applause while 
a delegate was speaking senor Liorente. 
rang his bell vigorously and called the 
party to order, but when the applause 
was directed to him he sat smilingly lis- 
tening and at the close would stand and 
return thanks...

the roofs one sees these waving bands of 
color. It does seem, though, that people 
would get tired of doing the same thing 
Sunday after’ Sunday every year. I 
should think they would get up something 
Every Sunday duitus Lent a 
great many public and priv2:e balls are 
given, besides other reunions, so th-st if 
they fast and pray during the week, the 
people certainly make up for it on Sun- 
day. 

Some Military Changes. 


Several changes have taken place in 
the personnel of the Seventh cavalry. 
Major Godfrey, now promoted to lieu- 
tenant colonel of the Twelfth, left yes- 
terday for San Antonio, Tex., to join his 
command. He is satisfied that this regi- 
ment will be on the way to the Philip- 
pines in about six months. Colonel God- 
frey was in command of the relief troops 
sent out to Custer on the Little Big Horn. 
It is not often that Colonel Godfrey can 
be persuaded to relate his experience 
on.that occasion.

Correct Time. 

Appleton’s Popular Science Monthly: 
Probably the majority of people suppose 
that the observatories obtain the correct 
time from the sun. When the average 
man wishes to give his watch the highest 
praise he says, “It regulates the sun,” 
not being aware that a watch which 
would keep with the sun around the year 
would have to be nearly as bad as Cap'n 
Cuttle’s. The farmer may safely decide 
when to go in to dinner by the sun, but 
if the mariner was as confident that the 
sun marked always the correct time as 
the farmer is he would be sure to be at 
times two or three hundred miles from 
where he thought he was. In other words, 
the sun—that is, a sun dial—is only correct 
on a few days in each year, and during 
the intervening time gets as far as a 
whole quarter of an hour fast or slow. 

These variations of the sun from unil- 
form time caused no end of trouble be- 
tween the astrohfomers and the fine-clock 
makers before it was discovered that sun 
time is subject to such irregularities. The 
better the clock, the worse it often 
seemed to go. 

But, as the variations in the sun time 
are now accurately Known, correct time 
might be obtained from the sun by mak- 
ing proper allowance, were it not for 
the difficulty of observing its position 
with sufficient exactness. The large disk 
of the sun cannot be located so perféctlv 
as can the single point which a star 
makes. For this reason astronomers de- 
pend almost wholly upon the stars for 
obtaining accurate time. 

There are several hundred stars whose 
positions have been established with the 
greatest accuracy by the most careful 
observations at a 4umber of the principal 
observatories of the world. If a star's 
exact position is known it can readily be 
calculated when it will pass the meridian 
of any given place—that is, the instant 
it will cross a north and _ south line 
through the place. The data regarding 
these stars are all published in the na- 
tional almanacs, which are got out by 
several different observatories for the use 
of navigators and all others who have 
uses for them. These stars are known as 
“clock stars.”

It becomes more and more clearly 
evident that time, with a little diplo- 
matic dealing, is going to solve the Cu- 
ban problem in the way that will be 
of the greatest value to Cuba and her 
people. 

The latest Havana dispatches tell of 
instructions given by the people of San- 
tiago province to their representatives 
in the constitutional convention to yote 
for acceptance of the provisions laid 
down in the army appropriation bill, 
and the prediction is now freely made 
_jin Havana that those provisions will, 
in the end, be formally approved by the 
body to which has been delegated the 
duty of preparing a constitution for the 

new republic. 

It may be necessary for this govern- 
ment to make somé slight concessions 
in order to win over all of the radical 
element, but there should be no trouble 
about that. As we have pointed out 
before, the president has ample author- 
ity under the terms of the Platt amend- 
ment to meet this contingency. Instead 
of binding his hands by putting the 
American demands in fhe shape of an 
ultimatum, congress put in the word 
“substantially’’ for the express purpose 
of giving the president some latitude. 

There is every reason to expect that 
President McKinley will exercise the 
discretion given him in*° a way to 
smooth over all apparent obstacles. 
The president’s ability in this line is 
unquestioned. The cause is one which 
must appeal to him strongly, for the 
amicable solution of the Cuban problem 
cannot but add luster to his adminis- 
tration. The basis for action given by 
what is known as the Platt amend- 
ment is broad and comprehensive. The 
conditions laid down there are so emi- 
nently right and just and furnish such 
assurance of sound government that 
we have never doubted their indorse- 
ment by the conservative elements in 
Cuba—by ‘every Cuban possessing a 
sincere desire for a sound and stable 
government. : 

That the condition laid down by this 
government should in the end meet the 
approval of the Cuban people we have 
never doubted. These late advices seem 
to indicate that their convention will 
give expression to this approval in no 
uncertain terms. 

Mr. Platt’s Troubles. 

Mr. Platt’s authorized statement of 
the conclusions reached by his Sunday 
conference of republican leaders sounds 
very much like the wail of a man 80 
hard hit that he knows all efforts to 
pretend he isn’t hurt are useless. The 
Old Man’s Sunday school gave an ex- 
cellent imitatien of a well organized 
and highly successful mutiny, in which 
the greatest pleasure of the mutineers 
was to stuff the erstwhile skipper with 
a continuous diet of crow, and he is 
too old a hand at the game to put up 
any pretense that he liked it. 

The New York “Easy Boss” has had 
to eat enough crow since McKinley 
became president to get used to it, but 
the peculiar flavor of this present dish 
makes it the most unpalatable that, has 
ever been placed before him. Then, 
too, it comes at a time when his diges- 
tive apparatus is in none too good con- 
dition, and was prepared by the hands 
of one from whom he had every rea- 
son to expect better things. .

Southern Tea Raising. 

During the past few days a company 
has been organized under the laws of 
the state of South Carolina for the pur- 
pose of trying the experiment of rais- 
ing tea in that state, and a tract of 
six thousand acres has been purchased 
near Charleston on which to begin the 
industry thig season. 

Only abort one thousand acres will 
be put immediately under cultivation, 
but the remainder will be enriched, 
ready for planting by next spring. Tea 
requires an exceedingly rich soil, but 
there seems to be no reason to doubt 
that the conditions necessary to pro- 
duce an excellent quality of the leaf 
can be supplied by proper attention. 
However, it is doubtful if tea can be 
produced as cheaply in this country as 
in China, for while negro labor will be 
empioyed in its production, negro labor 
is not by any means as cheap as Chi- 
nese labor. Still if the quality of the 
leaf is superior, it will warrant an in- 
creased cost and will find an eager de- 
mand in the American market.

The Culture of the Pecan. 

Editor Constitution—Your editorial in issue 
of 22d instant in “replanting our forests’’ {s 
of untold interest to the south. A few words 
from me may aid you in further discussion 
or presentation of this subject. 

It would seem unnecessary to plant trees for 
the purpose of re-establishing forest growth 
in middle and southern Georgia for the reason 
that all cleared Jands, if not cultivated, will 
soon grow up in thick pine growth, only to 
be cleared up and cultivated again. The land 
owner wants continued profit from his land: 
the question therefore arises how can this 
profit be obtained and at the same time forest 
growth be re-established? 

Some have suggested that walnut trees be 
largely planted because of their great value 
when sawed up into lumber, but here again 
comes up the destruction of the tree and the 
forest. Will not the problem be solved by the 
planting of the pecan tree forty or fifty feet 
apart on our broad acres? Cultivation of the 
land could be continued for ten or twelve 
years, by which time the product of the trees 
would be more profitable than any crop which 
could be cultivated on the land before the 
trees were planted. Let it be re 
membered that the pecan tree lives for cen- 
turies and grows to a great size, furnishing 
most delightful shade. Georgians may stand 
aghast at the prospect of so large a planting 
of the pecan nut on so great an area, but the 
world is a market for this nut, which is a 
product almost exclusively of the southern 
states and California, 

The most important view of this subject, 
however, is that the pecan nut is a sure crop 
and is not perishable, and a bushel of them 
is worth more than a bushel of corn with 
which to raise or fatten hogs. The minimum 
product of a pecan grove fifteen to twenty 
years old is 100 bushels per acre, From the 
forégoing facts let men make their own cal- 
culation as to the value of pecan groves, which 
have large production without labor except the 
gathering of the nuts after they drop on the 
ground, 

Professor Hume, the distinguished entomol- 
ogist of Florida, strongly advocates extensive 
pecan culture above the frost line in his state 
in the interest of forestry and large revenue.

Governor Candler is inclined to do 
everything in his power for the military 
of the state, but his means are neces- 
sarily somewhat limited. Ingpector Gen- 
eral W. G .Obear told him yésterday that 
the carrying out of one recommendation 
alone| made by the military board would 
cost the state $75,000. That was the 
recommendation that each command in 
the state be furnished with overcoats and 
blankets. Of courss, it would be impos- 
sible for the governor to go to any such 
extent as that, but he is anxious to fur- 
nish each ment with at least 100 over- 
coats and WMankets to be kept fn the reg- 
imental armory and to be used when the 
traopps are called out for service. The 
governor considers that these would be 
all required, because it is seldom that 
more than one hundred men are called 
out for duty. Governor Candler said 
yesterday he would endeavor to provide 
each syegiment with 100 overcoats and 
blankets as soon as it is possible for 
him to do so. 

Anfiother feature of those recommenda- 
tions that he views favorably is that 
with reference to supplying certain com- 
panies with more than forty guns and 
uniforms, but making the maximum limit 
gixty.

RIVER BOATS OF RUSSIA. 


Many Styles of Locomotion in Pop- 
ular Use. 

Engineering Magazine: Everywhere up 
the Volga and its hundred tributaries as- 
cend the iron barges of the Caspian sea 
oil fleet, while through the canals to St. 
Petersburg alone pass annually, during 
the 215 days of free navigation, thousands 
of steamers and barges bearing millions 
of tons of freight. Every known means 
of locomotion is used, from men, who, 
like oxen, tramp the tow paths, hauling 
the smaller barges, to powerful tugs that 
creep along by means of an endless 
chain laid in the bed of the canals and 
minor rivers, dragging after them at 
snail pace great caravans of heavy 
barges. 

From the greater streams immense 
craft nearly 40 feet long, 15 feet in depth, 
carrying 6,000 tons of freight, drift down 
to the Caspian, where they are broken to 
pieces to be used as firewood on the 
steamers going up stream. In all there 
are 8,000 miles of navigable waterways 
in the valley of the Volga, or, if the 
streams which float the giant rafts that 
form so large a part of the traffic of the 
rivers are included, the mileage is in- 
creased to nearly 15,000, or as much as 
that of the valley of the Mississippi. 

Fifty thousand rafts are floated down 
the Volga annually, many af them 100 
feet long by 7 thick, and this gives but a 
faint idea of the real traffic of the river; 
for in addition there are ten million tons 
of produce passing up and down the river 
during the open season. Much of this 
centers at Nijni Novgorod. To this fa- 
mous market steamers and barges come 
from all parts of Russia, bringing goods 
to be sold at the great annual fair, over 
$200,000,000 worth of merchandise chang- 
ing hands in a few weeks; 30,000 craft, in- 
cluding rafts, are required for this traffic; 
they come from as far north as Arch- 
| angel, as far east as the Urals, from As- 
trakan in the south, St. Petersburg and 
Moscow to the west; while great cara- 
vans of ships of the desert arrive daily 
from all parts of Asia.

Early in life he went over into 
Alabama, where he has since continued 
to reside with only occasional interrup- 
tions. From the time he was eleven 
vears old he has made his own way in the 
world, without the aid of patrimony or 
influential bec’:'ng, and his success in 
life is due mainly to his own exertions. 
Securing a scholarship at Dahlonega, 
through the appointment of Representa- 
tive Awtry, of Troup, he applied himself 
diligently to his books and in addition to 
other distinctions carried off the prize 
in the championship debate. On ac- 
count of his limited means he did his own 
cooking for six months in order to make 
ends meet. Leaving Dahlonega, he 
adopted journalism as his profession. 

Mr. Greer wa instrumental in estab- 
lishing The Daily State in Birmingham 
in 1895, and made the trade which fre- 
sulted in the absorption of The Age-Her- 
ald. He was managing editor of the 
new combination when Mr. E. W. Bar- 
rett took charge in 1898, and Is still One 
of the stockholders. Later on he estab- 
lished The Evening Ledger on an excel- 
lent paying basis. In 1899 he ptar- 
ehased The Marion Standard, the sec- 
ond oldest newspaper in Alabama, and he 
has since made it one of the most suc- 
cessful weeklies in the state. During 
the campaign for the United Btates 
senatorship last fall Mr. Greer warmly 
advocated the re-election of Senator Mor- 
gan over Governor Joseph F. Johnston. 
Mr. Greer recently purchased from Judge 
A. E. Coffee dne of the most palatial - 
homes in Alabama, and now occupies it 
with his family. 


Lord Rosebery and the duchess of Al- 
bany, who are said to have been married 
secretly, have been lovers for a long 
time, but were kept apart during the life 
of the queen by the royal prejudice 
against second marriages. The duchess, 
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as the widow of the queen’s youngest ahd | 
favorite son, was very close to her maj- 
esty and, in large measure, dependent 
upon her. She is a child of the house of 
Waldeck-Pyrmont, one of the ancient 
German baronies which for generations 
have furnished consorts for the more - 
powerful royal families of Europe. She 
was the Princess Helene, the third of 
four daughters, and she was married to 
the late Prince Leopold on April 27, 1882. 
For two years the couple led an ideally 
happy life. Then came the sudden death 
in 1884 of the never robust prince, and the 
subsequent widowhood of the princess, 
who spent her entire time in the education 
of her two pretty children, Princéss 
Alice and the present duke of Albany, who 
is now seventeen. The duchess is fofty 
years old, just fourteen years the junior 
of Lord Rosebery. The latter was mar- 
ried in 1878 to Hannah, the only daughter 
and heiress of Baron Meyer de Rotls- 
child. -She died in 1890.

Lowe, like his inferiors, was too dull to 
understand what his captive was, and 
therefore to acquit himself even decently 
of a most difficult task; but if, practically, 
he only obeyed orders, he carried them 
out with a harshness and a want of tact 
that were especially his own.

His temper, besides, was 
irritable and bad; he quarreled with near- 
ly everybody he came acroés; he incensed 
Napoleon in their brief interviews; he was 
completely devoid of the fine chivalrous 
feeling essential to a personage tn the po- 
sition he held.

While Women Pisoen Are 
Tae Gen Hen 


MANOR AD. COUNCIL 
WSIT THE CITY PISO 
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sated at Stockade Number 
Twenty, of Which Three 

Aire Young White 
‘Women. 


Because a young wh'te woman—addict- 
ed to the’néé of cocaine—almost died at 
the city “stockads several days ago, the 
mayof, the commissioner of public works 
and members of the prisons committee of 
council yesterday afternoon visited the 
stockade to. se@what could be done to im- 
prove the conditfons at that place. 

As matters ‘now .stend, there is no hos- 
rital at the stockade where sick prisoners 
may be given attention, and the white 
women cannot, by reason of the lack of 
buildings, be separsted from other prison- 
ers as the the commissioner of public 
vorks wishes. 

The prisons committee is composed of 
Covnelilman T. D. Longino, Councilman H. 
I. Garrett and Councilman 8. C. Glass. 
There gentlemen, Mayor Mims, Cotmmis- 
c‘oner of Public Works H. L. Collier, Dr. 
W. 8. Wood, city physician from the 
third ward, who gives the prisoners med- 
ical attention, and several reporters made 
up the party which made the investiga- 
tion yesterday afterr.oon. 

As @ result of that visit it is confidently 
expected that steps will be taken at once 
to eect a large building at the 
-tockade to be used as a hospital and 
quarters for the white women. There are 
eleven acres of land near the stockade 
which Commissioner of Public Works Col- 
lier pays are of no practical use to the 
cy, and he suggests that this property 
be sold, the proceeds to be used in estab- 
lishing a hcspital at the city prison. 

This land is now used as an oatfield. 
Mr. Collier is of the opinion that it ought 
to be worth fully $5,000. This amount 
would be sufficient to erect a suitable hos- 
rital building; also build new stables for 
the department live steck, and otherwise 
assist in°improving tke city prison prop- 
erty. The members of the prisons com- 
mittee consider the suggestion made by 
Commissioner Collier an excellent one, 
and steps will probably be taken at an 
éarly date to put it into execution. 


Women in Bad Srape. 


Of the seven white women now at the 
stockade three are morphine and cocaine 
*-fiends.’’ They demand one or the other 
of these drugs all the time, and if not 
promptly supplied they go into hysterics, 
act like maniacs and raise sad havoc at 
the city prison. One of these women had 
to be chained to the wall several days 
ago to prevent her from breaking ev2ry 
window in the house where she was 
quartered. 

It seems that the wo'nen cannot be 
cured of the hab‘t. Two of them gome 
time ago were taken to the Baptist home 
and kept at that imstitution until-it was 
thought they -had completely conquered 
the desire for morphine and cocaine. As 
s00n, ‘however, as they left the home it 
Was reported to the police department 
that they were making up for lost time. 

At the stockade at’ present there are 
fully twenty prisoners that are classed 
as morphfie and cocaine “fiends.’’ Twelve 
of these are negro women. The negro 
men admit that they are “fiends,” and de- 
mend a supply of the drug. When the 
prisoners becom: frantic for the want of 
cocaine or morphine the stockade physi- 
cian is compelled to give them small por- 
tions in order to quiet them. It is esti- 
mated:that it costs fully $1 to satisfy the 
unnatural cravings of these people. 

Mayor Mims, who has within the past 
few days taken great interest in the mat- 
ter, will send a communication to council 
on Monday asking that steps be taken by 
that body to etop the indiscriminate ¢eti1- 
ing of morphine and cocaine in Atlanta. 
Jt it his purpose, if possible, to put a 
period to the use cf these kind of drugs 
by young girls and vworren. 

It is the intention of the prisons com- 
mittee ang ¢ecmmissioner of public works 
tc improve the stockade in every way. 
Bhcower baths are to be put in and each 
prisoner will be required to take a bath 
every day. Cement ficors are to take the 
place of the unsanitary wood floors in all 
the buildings. New stock is to be pur- 
chased at the very first opportunity.

Editor Constitution—I saw. in yesterday’s 
Constitution an article by Mr. Hoke Smith in 
which he undertakes to explain why his firm 
has brought suit against me, charging me with 
negligently killing Mr. F. 8. Hogan, a South- 
ern railway switchman, while I was running 
one of the engines of the Southern railway. I 
do not believe much in damage suits, and I do 
not believe in t.zirg any kind of lawsuits {n 
the newspapers; bat, as a matter of fact, I 
had nothing to ¢o with bringing this damage 
case, and certainly had nothing to do with the 
newspaper interview of Mr. Hoke Smith. Since 
he has seen fit to sue me, and especially since 
be has gone to the press about the suit, If 
think it is only justice to myself to say that 
Mr. Hogan met his d-ath as the result of an 
unfortumate accident, In which I was not in 
any way to blame, and that I think I can 
show that fact to the jury when the case is 
tried. If the ratflroad company for which Ho- 
gan was working is responsible for his death. 
Mr. Smith ought not to have had any trouble 
in making out a case against them and in re- 
covering damages without bringing suit against 
me, as the Southern Railway Company has 
got plenty of property and Is good for any 
verdict against it. My little home ts of very 
small value compared to the property of the 
Southern Rallway Company, and I never un- 
derstood until I read Mr, Smith’s interview 
why he did not look to the road for any dam- 
ages {ngtead of suing me. His interview takes 
the position that he has sued me in order to 
keep the railroad company from removing the 
case to the United States court, This may be 
all right for Mr. Smith and all right for the 
railroad, but is pretty hard on me. [| think it 
is natural for me to object strongly to being 
put to the expense of hiring lawyers to defend 
myself and to object to my home property be- 
ing made liable to any verdict he might get, 
just for the purpose of suiting his ideas as to 
the court tn which the case against the rail- 
road company is to be tried. — 

I learn that Mr. Smith and Dis men have 
been trying to get statements connecting me 
with this matter, and that they have paid a 
witness $2 to help them get evidence in the 
case, I am a poor man and am not able to 
get mixed up in any fight between Mr. Smith 
or his men on the one side and the railroad 
company on the other, I only ask that my 
name and my little property shall not be used 
as a cat’s paw to serve anybody else in their 
lawsuits. I would not have minded the matter 
so much if Mr. Smith, in his interview, had 
said that he sued me because he thought I 
was responsible for Mr. Hogan’s death, and 
because he wanted to get a judgment against 
my property to pay damages. I do protest 
against being used in the way his interview 
admits.

A short session of the ordinance com- 
mrittee of council was held yesterday af- 
ternoon at 3 o’clock, but one of the most 
important matters which was to have 
been considered was postponed until Fri- 
day afternoon, when a special meeting of 
the committee will occur. At that time 
Councilman Reed’s proposed ordinance 
seeking to gain a revenue from street 
railway companies will come up for con- 
sideration. 

Colonel W. T. Moyers, representing the 
Atlanta Railway and Power Company, 
appeared before the committee yesterday 
to ask that this ordinance not be taken 
up then, as Joel Hurt was out of the 
city, and desired to be heard when the 
perer was discussed. Colonel Moyers 
stated that the notice of the meeting had 
only been received during the morning, 
and Mr. Hurt had left the city not know- 
ing that a session was contemplated by 
the committes. 

Alderman Harvey Johnson, a member 
of the committee, said he would not op- 
Dose a postponement provided the ordi- 
nance was to be taken up before the next 
meeting of council, which takes place 
Mcnday afternoon. Mr. Johnson said he 
was more than willing to extend courte- 
sies whenever possible, but owing to the- 
persistent rumors of consolidation, he was 
of the opinion that the matter should not 
be neglected. Chairman Ernest Kontz 
and Councilman John C. Reed, the other 
members of the committee present, were 
of the same opinion. 

Colonel Moyers ststed that he under- 
stood Mr. Hurt would return to the city 
tomorrow afterncen. The committee then 
decided to let the matter go over until 
Friday afternoon at 3 o’clock, so as not 
to conflict with other committee meet- 
ings scheduled for the week. Attorney 
Preston Arkwright, representing the At- 
lanta Rapid Transit Company, was also 
present. Hea offered no objection to hav- 
‘ing the matter tako that course. 

The committee decided to report favor- 
ably upon Councilman Terry’s ordinance 
making it unlawful for the owner of any 
vicious or dangerous animal to permit it 
to run at large. The ordinance seeks to 
amend section 1096 of the city code by 
striking the words “after having been 
notified that the same is vicious or dan- 
rerous.” As amended, the section would 
make the owner of a vicious dog respons!i- 
ble for the animal’s acts, whether the 
owner had teen notified or not that it 
was dangerous. 

The committee als6O agreed to report 
favorahly on Coundilman Terry’s ordi- 
nance to prohibit the “‘kicking’’ of rail- 
road cars over recognized crossings. The 
city attorney will ‘be asked to prepare a 
suitable ordinance which will be reported 
next Monday to council with the recom- 
mendation that it be made a law. 

The ordinance committee will report to 
council that a number of meetings have 
been held during the past few months, 
but. the applicants for franchise for a 
new gaslight company have failed to ap- 
pear before the committee in the interest 
of their petition. This application was 
filed some time ago by Forrest Adair and 
others, who were represented by Attor- 
rey Burton Smith. At one meeting both 
Mr. Adair and Mr. Smith appeared, but 
stated that if they were to be forced to 
fight another company for the franchise, 
they did not went it.

Debts of American Cities. 


New York Sun: Public attention has 
been called to the amount of the. funded 
debt of the city of New York, which was 
$389,906,900 on January 1, 1901, an increase 
of $31,000,000 over the year previous, and 
the figures have provoked unfavorable 
criticism. New York's debt has increased 
largely since consolidation, but the ten- 
dency of municipal debts to grow is not 
wholly peculiar to New York. 

Three years ago the net public debt of 
Chicago was $17,013,000. It is r@w $26,332,- 
000, a -substantial increase. The debt of 
Baltimore, which was $15,000,000 three 
years ago, is now $31,000,000, and the debt 
of 9 which was $49,000,000, is now 


Within three years the debt of Whila- 
delphia has increased from $34,000,w0 to 
$43,000,000. 
creased from $8,400,000 to $10,002,000, and of 
Buffalo from $13,200,000 to $14,100,000. 

Three years ago the debt of Cleveland, 
O., was $6,200,000; it is now $9,200,00. In the 
same period the debt of Columbus in- 
creased from $3,500,000 to $6,000,000; of De- 
troit from $3,500,000 to $4,500,000, of Indian- 
apolis from $2,000,000 to $3,000,000, and of 
Kansas City from $3,700,000 to $4,600,000. 

These increases are not due to greater 
local expenses so much as to the acquisi- 
tion of property. New schoolhouses must 
be built and property for them acquired. 
New police stations, courts, jails, armo- 
ries, fire houses, parks, docks, markets 
and prisons are essential to the adminis-

Entomologist Found Marietta Or- 
chards in Good Shape. 


—— 


FIFTY PER CENT OF BUDS DEAD 


—— 


Mr. Scott and His Assistant Will 
Make a Trip to Southwest 


Georgia. 


State Entomologist Scott and Assistant 
Entomologist Fiske have. just returned 
from Marietta, where they inspected 100,- 
000 fruit trees in the orchards in the sur- 
rounding country. 

They were very much gratified by. the 
scarcity of the San Jose scale in these 
peach orchards, having found compara- 
tively few trees affected with them. But 
the intermittent cold weather has done 
more damage to the crop around Marietta 
than it has in the southern part of the 
state. 

“We found that about § per cent of the 
buds had been killed on the trees in that 
section by the recent cold snaps,” said 
Mr. Scott. “This, however, does not 
mean that there will be a poor. crop. 
There are more than enough buds left to 
make a big crop. and with favorable 
weather from now on we will unques- 
tionably have it.’’ 

Commissioner O. B. Stevens, who has 
just returned from soutuwest Georgia, 
said that in some isolated cases in that 
section more than 50 per cent of the buds 
had been killed. but as a rule the per- 
centage is far less than that. : 

Messrs, Scott and Fiske will leave the 
city this morning for a trip to the south- 
western section of the state. They will 
visit the orchards around Cuthbert, Daw- 
son, Shellman, Tifton, Ellaville, Richland, 
Fort Gaines and other piaces in that part 
of the state, most of which Mr. Scott has 
not seen within two months or more, His 
recent visit down that way was to Mar- 
shaliville and Fort Valley. Mr. Scott does 
not consider that the danger nas entirely 
passed, but believes that the prospects are 
still bright for one of the biggest peach 
crops the state has ever known.

Simmons, C. J.—!. The forfeiture of a crim- 
inal recognizance by scire facias is a civil 
proceeding, and the scire facias is amendable. 

2. A recognizance conditioned for the appear- 
a@nce of the accused to answer the charge of 
“assault with intent to kill’’ is not void as 
failing to show that the offense charged is an 
offense against the laws of the state. Under 
such a charge the accused might be convicted 
at least of an assault.

Therefore they cannot 
be regarded as trespassers upon the track of 
a railroad company: and, relatively to the own- 
er of live stock injured by a running train of 
the company, it is the duty of the company, 
through its delegated agents or employees, to 
keep a lookout ahead of the train, using ordi- 
nary and reasonable diligence to discover the 
stock upon the track and to avoid injury 
thereto.

2. If in an action for the recovery of land 
it appears upon the face of the petition that 
the defendant has acquired a prescriptive title

3. If the grantee in a security deed goes into 
possession of the land thereby conveyed under 
no other claim than such a deed, he is in pos- 
session simply for the purpose of applying the 
rents, issues and profits to the satisfaction of 
his debt: and when the new amount received 
by him from the proceeds of the land is equal 
to or greater than the amount of his debt, hjs 
right of possession ceases, and the grantor 
or his legal representatives, and if none, his 
heirs, may bring an action to recover the land. 
Polhill vy, Brown, 84 Ga. 338. The foregoing 
principle is especially applicable in a case 
where there was a distinct agreement between 
the grantee and the heirs of the grantor that 
possession was to be given for the purpose only 
of paying the debt out of the rents, issues and 
profits. 

4. Where the grantee in a security deed en- 
ters into the possession of property conveyed 
by such deed, the right of the grantor to re- 
deem by payment of the debt is never barred 
so long as the grantee recognizes a right ‘to 
redeem; and equity would by analogy decreé 
that the right to redeem would in no event 
be lost until after the expiration of ten years 
from the date of the last recognition by the 
grantee of the right to redeem, Civil Code, 
section 2734. 

5. The petition in the present case set forth 
a cause of action, and was not subject to any 
of the objections set up in the demurrer,

Lewis, J.~—!. A bill of exceptions reciting 
that ‘‘plaintiffs introduced their evidence here- 
inafter specified and closed,’’ and containing 
no further statement wjth respect to this evi- 
dence, fails to stow what was the testimony 

introduced in behalf of the plaintiffs. 

2. There is a like failure to show what tes- 
timony was introduced in behalf of the de- 
fendant when the bill of exceptions merely 
recites in general terms that he introduced 
certain documents, certain interrogatories ind 
the oral testimony of a named witness, without 
disclosing *he contents of the documents or te 
interrogatories or setting forth what the wit- 
ness testified. 

3. Such defects cannot be cured by attempt- 
ing to bring up as a part of the record what 
purports to be a brief of the evidence, not 
referred to in the bill of exceptions and not 
verified by the judge. Even if this paper had 
been specified in the bill of exceptions; the 
want of verification would be fatal. 

4. Assignments of error which cannot be 
intelligently understood and passed upon with- 
out reference to the cvidence do not properiy 
present anything for consideration by the eu- 
preme court ‘when the evidence is not properly 
brought up to it. Fer reasons sufficiently in- 
dica*od, it is apparent that the evidence in the 
present case was not so brought up.

Captain 
Clifford L. Anderson, chairman of the 
board, stated last night that thére is a 
likelihood that the commissioners will 
take notice of the movement. 

The mature of any action the commis-_ 
sioner’ may take. however, is a matter 
of conjecture.

@gainst it. From information obtained 

" yesterday it appears that there is a sen- 
timent ‘n the board opposed to the crusade 
* against the Sunday law violators. 

Captain Anderson, when questioned last 
night im reference to the matter, said: 

“Personally I have no sympathy. with 
the movement. I am a law-abiding citi- 
zen and I want to see the law enforced, 

* but I believe it is tmpracticable to enforce 

. the law in question. I am in favor of 
closing ail disorderly places and places 
where the Sunday privileges may be 
abused, but I do not think the sale of 

, harmless articles, such as soda water, 
candy and other like things, should be 
prohibited. I am opposed to the sale of, 
white hops and any kind of intoxicating 
liquers on Sunday.” 

No action has yet been taken by Chief 
Turner in reference to enforcing the law 
in the city and the stands at the various 
resorts have not yet been molested. The 
chief, however, savs that he intends to go 
befere the grand jury and ascertain just 
what stand they take in the matter. 

He says if the grand jury wil agree to 
‘take a hand in the crusade he will furnish 
the jury with the names of violators of 
the law. He also says that if the grand 
jury takes no action, it is very likely that 
‘he will.go to the city court and swear out 
accusations against the violators.

MANY ASK LICENSE 


AS. PHARMACISTS 


Ferty-Five Candidates Examined Before 
the State Board. 


LARGEST CLASS EVER KNOWN 


A Negro Boy and Negro Girl Among 
the Applicants. 


PAPERS TO BE PASSED ON TODAY 


Thorough Examination in Dispens- 
ing a New and Impor- 
tant Feature. 


Forty-five applicants for license as 
pharmacists appeared before the state 
board of pharmacy to stand their ex- 
aminations yesterday. 

There is a great demand for licensed 
pltarmacists in Georgia, and should all 
of these pass the examination success- 
fully, they will all doubtless find posi- 
tions awaiting them. Most of them have 
positions already, but when they secure 
their licenses it will mean a promotion 


and a raise in salary. 

The examinations were held in the 
senate chamber in the capitol. The mem- 
bers of the board present, and before 
whom the examination was held, were 
Dr. 8S. E. Durban, of Augusta, chairman; 
Dr. George F. Payne, of Atlanta, secre- 
tary; Dr. Max Morris, of Macon, and 


Dr. C. D. Jordan of Monticello. Dr. J. 
G. Dodson, of Americus, the other mem- 
ber of the board was unavoidably de- 
tained. 

Of the forty-five applicants there were 
two ladies one married and one unmar- 
ried: one was a negro girl and another a 
negro boy. The rest were young white 
men. This is the first time a negro girl 
has ever appeared before the board. 

‘This is the largest class of a»nlicants 
we have ever had,”’ said Dr. Payne yes- 
terday. ‘“‘We will go over the examina- 
tions tomorrow and the list of success- 
ful applicants will be announced as soon 
as we have finished that work.”’ 

Dr. Payne called attention to the prac- 
tically new feature in the examination 


| of applicants for license as pharmacists, 


that of dispensing or prescription work. 
This is the first time that feature has 
ever been thoroughly handled in the ex- 
aminations, he stated. There were six 
prescription desks set up in the senate 
chamber and it looked as jf the upper 
house of the general assemblv had been 
turned into a drug store. At each of 
these stands there was a young man 
filling prescriptions that had been as- 
signed him bv the board. Members of the 
board watched this work closely, as they 
deem it one of the most important feat- 
ures of the examination. 

Dr. Payne says that all of these young 
pharmacists who pass the examination 
successfully will be able to get positions 
at once at $60 to $75 per month, that be- 
ing about the average. Experienced men 
subsequently get much higher salaries 

For permanent license the successful 
applicant has to pay $15 or he can pay 
the examination fee of $5 and $2 per year 
thereafter. Dr. Payne considers that 
the demand for e::perienced pharmacists 
in Georgia now is greater than it has 
ever been. 


WILL CONSIDER BIDS TODAY. 


Streets Committee Is To Meet To 
Take Up Capitol Avenue 
Paving Matter. 

A special meeting of the street commit- 
tee of council will be held this afternoon 
at 3 o'clock for the purpose of considering 
the bids that have been submitted for 
the paving of Capitol avenue with as- 
phalt. The cost of the work will be about 

$55,000. 

Two companies have submitted two 
kinds of bids, and at the meeting today 
both sides will be heard before the con- 
tract is awarded. One of the bids was 
submitted on the idea that the present 
stone on Capitol avenue would be used as 
a base, and the other bid provides that 
new stone be put down as a base. 

The Barber Asphalt Company, of Chat- 
tanooga, and the Warner-Quinlan. Com- 
pany, of Syracuse, N. Y., both submitted 
two sets of bids. One company bid low- 
est on the proposition to pave, using the 
old present stone base, and the other bid 
lowest on the proposition to furnish a 
new base. Each company, therefore, con- 
Siders that its bid should be accepted. 
It is to settle this matter that the meet- 
ing of the committee was called for to- 
day. 

The meeting was not to have taken 
place until next Thursday afternoon, but 
as representatives of the two companies 
are now in the city and wish to be heard 
concerning thetr bids, Chairman Terry 
thought it would be a good idea to have a 
meeting at once so as to dispose of the 
Capitol avenue matter.

THE DAY IN WALL STREET. 


New York, March 25.—The closing of today’s 
stock market was in marked contrast with the 
opening. The first prices of stocks showed the 
effect of the large buying demand which had 
been attracted from outside speculators over 
Sunday by the favorable bank statement, and 
the resulting upward spurt of prices in the 
Saturday market, but the results of today’s 
operations indicates pretty clearly that uneas!i- 
ness over the money outlook was not entirely 
quieted by the Saturday bank statement. Pro- 
fessional operators fed the outside demand very 
feebly during the first |.-ur, so that there were 
no important advances ter the opening ex- 
cept where some special influence was at work. 
When the accumulation of buying orders jn 
commission houses had been worked off this 
profit taking began to get the best of prices 
and forced a general decline. The effort of the 
leaders of the speculaticn during the rest of 
the day was to make an imposing show of 
sharp advances in the stocks of minor railroads 
concerning which plausible reports of consoH- 
dations with larger systems could be devised, 
and of which the capital issue or the floating 
supply of stock is sufficiently narrow to make 
possible effective manipulation by speculators 
of large resources. There were so many of 
these gains and they were so impressive in ex- 
tent as to serve very well the purpose of the 
bull traders to cover their profit taking move- 
ments elsewhere, But the bear operators gained 
courage as they detected the extent of the 
profit taking sales and they made a general 
attack on the market late in. the day, forcing

New 
ground being broken bears offered what looked 
like the whole crop, but the ranks of bull pro- 
fessionals alarmed shorts and a goodly force of 
out of town traders absorbed everything wiih 
an easy nonchalance, which soon had the 
effect of again reducing the opposing pressure. 
May, with searcely any trading, c.imbed to 
42%@42'ec, closing strong %@%c over yester- 
day at 42%c. Despite tne scarcity of offer- 
ings at times the volume was heavy. The

Of course, my 
visit to Mr. Carnegie was the interesting 
‘feature, but I also attended the opening 
of the new $400,000 Mbrary at Newark, 
WW. J. The exercises were very interest- 
ing and the library was brilliantly light- 
ea, Many prominent Nbrarians from 
other states were present, noticeably 
Mr. Herbert Putnam, of the Library of 
. Gongress, whose address was scholarly 
and replete with wit and humor. An 
elegant lunch was served in one of the 
lower’ corridors, and the occasion was a 
brilliant gathering. 

“] got some points for our opening, 
which, I am afraid, will now be delayed 
until late in the summer. 

“I also attended the annual banquet of 
the’ New York Library Club, which was 
given at the Aldine Club. The dinner 
was well appointed and covers were 
laid for about 200 guests. The after din- 
ner speeches were given by noted public 
speakers, authors and librarians. Mr. 
Eames, librarian of the Lenox library, 
who acted as toastmaster, asked me to 
make a little talk, but as I never speak 
in public, I begged to he excused, al- 
though appreciative of the honor done me 
as Wbrarian of the Atlanta library. 

“I spent a day in the new Jersey City 
library and also spent some time at the 
Astor library. Here I called on Dr. Bill- 
ings, Mbrarian of the New York Public 
library, which, as you know, is the Len- 
ex, Astor and Tilden foundation. The 
beautiful new foundation for this libra- 
ty is now in course of erection at Fof- 
ty-second street, the site of Bryant's 
park. It was to Dr.- Billings that Mr. 
Carnegie made the princely offer of $5,000,- 
000: te “build sixty-five branch fibraries in 
different parts of New York, to be con- 
ducted by the New York Public Hbrary. 
. “While in New York I also went to the 
factory of Messrs. Heinigke & Bowen, 
makers of stained glass windows, who are 
to submit. designs for our library. The 
windows made by this. firm are works of 
art. Our window will be suggested by 
one of the beautiful Certosa windows of 
Florence, [I also looked into the matter 
of tiles for the children’s room. Here 
thirteen blue and white tiles, reproduc- 
tions of Frost’s illustrations of Uncle Re- 
mus, will adorn the huge fireplace and 
gladden future generations of admirers 
of Mr. Harris’s creations, so artistically 
rendered by Mr. Frost. :

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END OF DARIEN RIOT CASES 


Sentence of John Delegal Affirmed 
by Operation of Law. 


THE COURT EVENLY DIVIDED 


Was Convicted of Manslaughter cn 
Last Trial and Given 
Limit of Law. 


The supreme court yesterday disposed 
of the last of the Darien riot cases by 
affirming the decision of the Effingham 
superior court in the case of John Dele- 
gal, convicted of manslaughter and sen- 
tenced to serve twenty years in the peni- 
tentiary. 

The supreme court was evenly divided 
on the case and by operation of law the 
decision. stands . affirmed. The law re- 
quires that fn order to reverse the judg- 
ment of a lower court there must be a 

maiority in favor of reversal. The de- 
elsion of the court’ in this case was as 
follows: 

“John Delegal vs, ‘the State. Per Little, 
J. This case being for decision by a full 
bench of six justices. and they being 
evenly divided in opinion, the judgment 
of the court below stands affirmed by 
operation of law. Judgment affirmed.” 

An attempt was made wy several citi- 
zens ‘and officers of McIntosh county 
about a year ago to arrest John Delegal, 
colored, without a warrant. Delegal and 
several members of his family resisted 
arrest and attacked the arresting party. 
One of the bailiffs was kriled, it is said, 
by Delegal., This brought on what. was 
known as the Darien riots, when troops 
were called out by the guvernor to pre- 
vent an attack on the jail by negroes 
who, it was claimed, wouia try to rescue 
the prisoners from McIntosh county jail. 

Delegal and the accessories to the kill- 
ing of the bailiff were tried in Effingham 
superior court. Judge Seabrook having 
granted a change of yenue. John Delegal 
was first convicted of murder and senten- 
ced to life imprisénment. The supreme 
court granted a new trial. asserting that 
the defendant should have peen convicted 
of no more than manslaughter. On this 
second trial Delegal was corwicted of 
mansldtighter and given the limit of the 
law in the penitentiary. This decision
